that  the  puritans  were  to  a  man  fanatics, 
and  that  the  real  charaderiftic  of  their 
times  were  cant,  hypocrify  and  nonfenfe.

The  rump,  as  the 
name  imports,  was  nothing  clfe  than  the 
defpicable  remains  of  an  auguft  affcmbly, 
after  the  officers  of  the  army  had,  by  no 
other  law  than  that  of  fword  and  muf- 
ket,  fccluded  about  two  hundred  of  the 
mod  valuable  members;  from  which 
time  the  parliament  may  be  confidered 

•  The  illegal  barbarous  punifhmcnt  that 
hud  been  infiiited  on  Prynne,  infiead  of 
roufuig  the  half-l'ubJucd  fpirit  of  the  Eng- 
lilh,  gave  rife  to  a  pompous  performance  of 
the  fa.nc  fort,  which  the  unfortunate  barrif- 
ter  had  with  fo  much  hardinefs  condemned. 
Nay,  thcattorncy-gcncial,  Sir  Edward  Finch, 
I'pcakcr  of  the  houle  of  commons,  and  other 
dependents  of  the  court,  had  fo  much  influ¬ 
ence  on  their  brethren,  as  to  infligatc  them 
to  offer  a  mafk  to  the  king  and  queen,  to 
wipe  otf  the  Itain  of  being  thought  difafflft- 
cd  to  their  favourite  amufement.  To  the  ri¬ 
dicule  of  every  perfon  of  common  fenfe  in 
the  kingdom,  the  four  grave  focietics  of  the 
inns  ot  court  threw  afidc  their  law-fiurlics, 
and  attached  themfcivcs  with  earnediiefs  to 
the  important  bufinefs  of  a  malk,  the  regu¬ 
lating  of  which  was  intruded  to  committees 
and  fuh-committees  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pofe.  Neither  pains  nor  cod  was  neglefled: 
if  is  faid,  that  tiiis  compliment  cod  the  law- 
ycis  Upwards  of  sioool.  The  king  and 
fpicen  were  fo  delighted  with  the  (bow,  that, 
according  to  their  defire,  it  was  again  repeat¬ 
ed  in  the  city,  at  the  cxpcnce  of  the  lord 
mayor,  who  entertained  them  with  a  magni- 
fiotnt  dinner;  and  the  city  had  the  complai- 
faiice  to  prefent  the  queen  with  a  jewel  worth

from  anarchy, .or  a  beautiful  Icriptural  u- 
niformity  in  religion,  from  a  many  head¬ 
ed  monftcr  called  independency  or  fe^ta- 
rlanifm,  pregnant  with  all  the  evils  of  the 
pit.  Then  were  fanatical  meafuret 
and  principles  a^lually  '  embraced ^ 
when  a  private  fpirit,  a  light  within,  im¬ 
mediate  impreffions,  and  events  of  pro¬ 
vidence  were  admitted  as  rules  of  con- 
du(ft,  in  oppnfition  to  reafon  and  the 
Bible,  to  the  fetting  afide  of  regular  or¬ 
dinances,  facred  oaths,  and  laws  human 
and  divine- 

Thefe  wild  exceffes  and  irregularities, 
though  not  chargeable  on  the  fpirit  and 
principles  of  the  long  parliament,  pro¬ 
perly  fo  called  t,  had  the  moft  perni- 

f  Omitting  the  various  arguments  for  clcaj> 
ing  the  parliamcut  from  the  guilt  of  the  re¬ 
gicides,  it  may  be  fufficient  here  to  mention 
the  fenfe  of  the  convention  parliament  who  rc- 
(tored  the  king,  with  tefpe^  to  this,  at  a  pe¬ 
riod  when  they  were  eager  enough  to  exprefs 
their  loyalty,  and  while  the  preceding  tranf- 
a£bons  and  calamities  were  yet  recent  in  their 
memory.

much  of  poifon  in  the  laid  words;  and  that 
they  were  fpoken  with  a  defign  to  inflame, 
and  to  render  them  who  drew  the  fword  to 
bring  delinquents  to  punilbment,  and  to  vin¬ 
dicate  their  juft  liberties,  into  balance  with 
them  who  cot  olf  the  king's  head;  of  which 
a^  they  exprefs  their  abhorrence  and  detefta- 
tion,  appealing  to  Ood,  and  their  confckocet' 
bcariog  them  witncls,  that  they  had  no 
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ctouR  laHing  cfTeits,  as  they  were,  and 
;;ic  t4»  thin  day  improved  againft  the  re- 
f(>rm;<tion,  fo  bravely  attempted,  and  al- 
irroft  irttled  in  bhe  three  nations,  prepa- 
lirg  them  anew  for  the  tame  reception 
cf  the  fetters  from  which  they  had  well 
i.ich  escaped,  which  were  rivetled  at  the 
u.i  >ralion  fafter  than  before,  and  in 
vJik'i  religion  ever  fiwcc  has  continued 
in  iomt  mcaonc  hound, and  lies  languifli- 
ing  and  proaioiig,  t  Tpecially  in  our  neigh¬ 
bouring  kingdoms,  whole  evils  we  feem 
far  nu  re  inclined  to  adopt,  than  to  im¬ 
part  to  them  any  of  our  good.

Were  it  a  proper  place  to  be 
tp*'re  explicit  (»n  this  fubjrdt,  iie  would 
r.ot  fcruple  to  afiert,  that  thole  who  are 
ever  declaiiping  on  the  excellency  of  de¬ 
generate  nature,  labouring  in  vain  to 
deck  it  in  a  robe  of  threed-bare  tattered

/>•,  Eufebius  has  confefled  himfelf  to  be 
of  none,  nor  will  he  readily  take  with 
the  imputation.  Indeed,  if  to  rebuke 
illiberal  and  Icurrilous  abufe — if  to  plead 
in  behalf  of  the  common  principles  of 
Proteftanls  and  Prelbyterians — if  to  pro- 
fefs  a  regard  for  the  ftandard?  of  the 
church  of  Scotland,  authorifed  by  civil 
and  ecclefiallical  laws — if  to  believe  that 
the  appearances  of  religion  and  reforma¬ 
tion  in  the  laft  century  were  fomething 
more  than  hypocrify  tir  fanaticifm — if  to 
acknowledge  that  we  are  Hill  under  the 
fame  obligation  with  thole  living  in  that 
period,  to  the  like  purity  in  moral  and 
religious  fociety — if  to  refufe  a  concur7 
re  nee  with  meafurco  to  enthral,  fcatter 
and  divide  a  ChriRian  people,  and  to  fa- 
crificc  their  rights  and  interells  in  com¬ 
pliment  to  a  few  gracelcfs  noblemen,  or 
irreligious  and  abandoned  gentlemen— 
if  to  enter  a  dillent  from  the  increafing 
ftillies  and  vices  of  an  effeminate  people, 
poorly  mimicking  Englilh  and  French 
mauneri. — if,  in  a  word,  to  call  this  an 
age  of  impiety  and  corruption — if  this 
mnfl  make  him  of  a  party,  be  freely  de¬ 
clares  himfelf  of  a  party.  But  how  this 
iliould  fubje(5t  any  one  to  fuch  an  odious 
charge,  and  how'  it  comes  to  pafs  that  a 
majority  of  Prtflryterians  in  Scotland 
fliould  ever  be  of  different  fcnlimcnts, 
and  in  an  oppofite  intereft,  confifttnt 
with  thcmfelves,  is  a  queftion  far  more 
difficult  to  relolve  than  any  A.  B.  hath 
propofed.  Should  they  thus  continue  to 
e:;plode  tlieir  ow  n  principles  as  Ihofe  of 
a  party,  the  coiiTcquenccs  muft  be  dif- 
mal.  Once  was  Biitain  in  the  very  jaws 
of  dcfpotic  tyranny  and  aiitichriftianifm# 
through  a  dcfpeiate  and  frivolous  malig¬ 
nity  againfl  puritans  and  go/pellerst 
and  n«»t  long  after  retluced  to  the  lame 
danger  a  fecond  time  from  a  diabolical 
hatred  and  antipathy  againfl  whigs  and 
covenanters.  Whether  we  arc  not  at  pre- 
fvOt  expoling  all  that  fliould  be  moft  fa- 
cred  and  dear  to  us,  to  extreme  hazard, 
f  ri>m  fomething  of  a  fimilar  fpirit,  con- 
iioificurs  may  judge,  and  the  event  will 
declare. 

Some  may  not  be  aware,  that  they 
arc  gradually  preparing  the  apparatus, 
and  laying  the  train  that  muft  fpring  a 
mine  at  lafl,  to  produce  dreadful  devaf- 
tation,  and  perhaps  blow  themfelves  in¬ 
to  the  air.  Even  the  moft  patient  and 
dutiful  children,  by  a  fcrics  of  ill  ufage, 
may  be  provoked  Co  wrath.

233.  the  letters  of 
Arijiides  upon  the  obfervation  of  the 
Lord’s  day.  Such  well-meant  animad- 
verfions,  though  they  may  fail  of  their 
defired  eflrc«5l,  are  at  Icaft  a  teftimony  a- 
gainft  the  corruptions  of  the  times; 
which,  however  (to  give  the  devil  his 
due)  are  not  fo  bad  in  this  inftance  as 
thole  of  our  forefathers,  when  hooks  of 
fports  were  publilhcd  by  authority,  for 
regulating  and  licenftng  public  amufe- 
mtnts  on  that  facred  day  ; 

When  unbelieving  priefts  reform’d  the 
natioHy 

And  taught  more  plecfant  methods  of 
falvation  ; 

When  heavris  freefubjtHs  might  their 
rights  di/putCy 

Left  God  himfelf fould  feem  too  ahfo^ 
lute. 

Though,  perhaps,  the  period  may  not 
be  far  didant  w  hen  fome  fuch  patriotic 
reformer  I  may  arife. 

Your  ingenious  correfpondent  has  fo 
well  pointed  out  the  duty  of  obferving 
the  Lord’s  day,  and  fo  juftly  expofed  the 
finfulnefs  of  profaning  it,  that  it  may  ap¬ 
pear  equally  vain  and  fuperfluous  to  at¬ 
tempt  any  thing  further  upon  the  fub- 
jedt.  But.  amongft  all  the  judicious  re¬ 
marks  he  has  made,  1  am  furprifed  he 
Dot  as  yet  taken  notice  of  a  remark^ 


able  inftance  or  two  of  profanation; 
which,  as  they  arc  public,  certainly 
Come  more  immediately  under  the  pub¬ 
lic  cognizance,  and  mult  be  attended 
with  as  bad  conlequencts  as  any  of  thofe 
he  has  mentioned  with  regard  to  indivi¬ 
duals,  who,  we  cannot  fuppufe,  will 
continue  long  to  refped  divine  precepts^ 
when  “  the  ant  tent  and  honourable 
leaders  of  the  people  caule  thtm  to 
erf,  by  open  and  avowed  example. ” 

Thcinftanccs  1  have  in  view  have  been 
fo  long  cftablilhcd  by  cuftom,  that  a  re¬ 
formation  can  fcarce  be  expected  now-a- 
days.  Whoever  would  propolc  it,  un- 
leis  his  power  and  influence  were  equal 
to  his  good  intention,  would  be  laughed 
at  as  an  entkufiajlical  bigoty  as  fome  of 
your  readers  may  probably  ftilc  me,  for 
reviving  fuch  a  dull  fubjti^  in  your  Mif- 
cellany ;  and  perhaps  it  was  for  this  rea- 
fon  Arijtides  pafTed  them  over  in  fi- 
Icnce.  But  arc  they.  Sir,  on  this  ac¬ 
count  lefs  culpable?  Arc  we  to  judge  of 
right  and  wrong,  virtue  and  vice,  by  the 
ftandard  of  cultom? — I  fear  the  viora- 
Itfly  who  would  do  fo,  would  make  but 
a  lorry  fort  of  a  creed. 

To  come  to  the  point,  Sir,  I  could 
really  wifli  to  l>e  informed,  what  fuffi^ 
dent  cxcufe  can  be  pled  for  that  antient 
profane  cuftom  of  difturbing  the  wor- 
Ihippcrs  of  God  (though  there  were  no¬ 
thing  w’orfc  in  it) ,  by  firing  Xhe  great  guns 
upon  the  Lord’s  day,  when  it  happens 
to  be  the  annivcrlary  of  fome  remark¬ 
able  event,  fuch  as  the  birth  of  his  ms- 
jelly  (1  mean  no  treafony  Sir;  long  may 
be  reign  over  the  hearts  of  his  people  !), 
the  gun-powder  plot,  the  reftoration, 
and  the  like  ? — Pray,  Mr  Printer,  whe¬ 
ther  is  our  Saviour’s  refurrcGiony  or 
king  Charles  ll.’s  ref  orat tony  mod  wor¬ 
thy  to  l>e  commemorated  by  the  people 
called  Chrijliant  (to  fpeak  in  the  Qua¬ 
ker  ftilc)?  For,  as  1  underftand  the  mat¬ 
ter,  they  cannot  with  propriety  be  both 
celebrated  upon  the  fame  day.  Me- 
thinkfi,  if  our  rulers  paid  as  much  regarc^ 
to  the  divine  inftitution,  as  her  majrfty 
(heaven  blcfs  her  1)  does  to  the  trade  of 
her  fubic<5ls,  when  Ihe  delays  the  cele- 
brafion  of  her  birth  day  eight  monihf, 
they  would  at  leaft  poftponc  the  comme¬ 
moration  of  thefe  anniverfaries  one  day^ 
and  not  difturb  our  petitions  to  the 
Prince  of  peace  by  the  •warlike  noife 
of  cannon,  thundering  in  our  ears^  and 
difpelling  every  ferious  idea,  too  apt  to 
take  flight  with  Icfi  temptation. 
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I  need  not  inform  you,  Mr  Printer,  or 
j*!*'  of  v<Mir  re<4(Ic*r8  v\  hv)  dwell  jn  this 
gjoJ  town,  thit  yclferd.iy  was  the  fa¬ 
mous  29*. !i  of  May  as  vvcil  as  cnir  weekly 
remembrance  of  »edeeming  love,  facred 
to  the  King  of  kings  as  well  as  to  the

— If  it  would  Ik*  finfa!  or  indecent  for 
Mr  Fyfe  u>  play  a  fet  of  loyal  tunes  on 
the  Lord’s  liay  f  ^hich,  like  the  melody 
cf  an  organ,  might  aid  tlie  devotions  of 
iome,  and  could  dilhirb  none,  if  only 
performed  bctv.'ixt  lerm^n*«),  it  is  cer- 
trt’.i.ly  equally,  if  not  more  fo,  to  alarm 
file  whole  town  in  the  ir.iJft  of  pubhc 
vorHup  with  tlie  noife  of  war,  as  if  an 
enemy  were  at  the  gales. — I  fay  alarm, 
Sir,  ♦or  1  believe  1  I'peak  williin  bounds, 
v/he  i  1  atbrrn  not  one  tenth  part  of  ihofe 
who  were  at  chiireh'yefterday  ,rcCoI!e(5ted 
at  hr  ft  thcca’Ueof  tne  noife.

1  am  no  Judaifng  Mr  Prin¬ 

ter,  I  am  not  for  Sahatijing  fo  (Iridly 
the  'dhariftss  of  old,  who  thought  it 
nufal  to  cure  the  lame  on  the  Sabbath- 
day  ; — or  like  the  ^laczabscs ,  who 
would  not  fo  much  as  tike  up  arms  in 
their  own  defence  on  that  day,  till  the 
danger  of  final  exfirpatioii  at  lafi  con- 
\ir.ced  them  of  their  folly. — Works  of 
iKC.  rHiy  and  mercy  were  never  prohi¬ 
bited  by  the  Gnd  of  infinite  mercy,  to  be 
dt'iie  npv>n  any  day: — Put  I  mult  own 
I  am  at  a  lofs  it'  fathom,  what  urgent 
there  is  for  fetting  oiT  fire- 
vo;1:j  upon  the  Lord's  day; — or  what 
confequences  could  culue  to  the 
public  t>r  tt>  individuals,  by  delaying  it 
to  the  day  following?  And*  indeed,  Sir, 
I  am  equally  pii/.?.ltd  to  apologize  Lit  the 
Conduct  of  our  military  cominandeis  in 
|:enera!,who  in  every  garrlfon,  I  iK-lieve, 
in  Britain,  make  their  men  perform  their 
dally  drudgery  of  drumming  and  whilt- 
Hng,  as  regularly  on  the  ^Lord’s  day  as 
any  oiiicr  diy  in  the  week,  as  if  there 
\\z\t  indeed  no  dilTcrcncc.— It  is  really 


no  great  wonder  that  the  low’cr  ranks  of 
the  military  arc  in  general  lo  profane 
and  irreligious,  when  they  are  thus  in¬ 
ured  to  profariity  by  the  exprefs  orders 
of  their  fuperioi  s.

Sir,  contrif^d  by  the 
clergy  to  frighten  tradefinen  from  nvor.k* 
tng  ai*d  children  from  playing  once  a- 
wcek.  dial  tiiey  are  all  fo  longnc-tacked  ? 
— If  tiii;*  is  really  the  cafe,  Mr  Printer, 
1  wuli  fomc  honeft  man  among  then) 
would  fpeak  out,  and  deliver  us  from 
this  relict  of  Jjvjilh  fuperflition,  which 
neither  nor  our  fathers  have  been 
able  to  bear ;  frir  1  muft  own  to  you,  Sir, 

I  have  fometimes  had  a  check  of  confei* 
euce  (that  troublcfome  monitor)  even 
for  reading  your  ufeful  Mifcellany  on 
Sundays; — more  efpccially  when  I  hap¬ 
pened  upon  the  lucubrations  of  the  ho- 
r.oiitablc  Itonejlus*  Efq;  or  fome  fuch 
wajigidi  writer,  inftead  of  your  theolo¬ 
gical  difTertations.

is  perfuaded  Ur'oanus  will  pretend  to  no, 
.  more.  **  Human  nature  and  cdabfiibrd. 
,  fads  are  the  pillars  on  which  this  pbiio-  * 
fophy  reds;  the  moment  you  lotc  fight 
of 'Ihetc,  it  Is  a  mere  igni$  fatuui^  it 
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reafon  run  mid,  and  never  fails  of  ilTu- 
inp  in  fome  extreme,  ecj'ially  inconfiltent 
with  truth”  and  the  prefent  Hate  of  hu¬ 
man  nature. 

The  philofnphy  of  perfect  ideas,  or 
ideas  adequate  to  the  nature  and  eflence 
ot  thing's,  an  c«>mpatii)le  with  the  mind 
in  its  prelVnj^tate,  is  nothing  but  reafon 
run  mad,  an  fatuus  calculated  to 
lead  us  a.'lray  from  the  true  philofnphy 
of  human  nature  in  its  prefent  (late. 
Tlais  one  philolopher  attempts  to  reafon 
you  Into  a  knowledge  of  the  nature  and 
eflence  of  the  Deity  and  his  tflential  at¬ 
tributes;  another  into  that  of  the  inti¬ 
mate  nature  and  cflVncc  cf  things,  and 
the  occult  qualities  of  fpirit  and  matter ; 
while  a  third  bewilders  you  in  the  airy 
regions  of  perfetH  Ideas,  as  the  flandard 
of  right  and  wrong  j^pinion,  under  the 
penalties  of  fire  and  fword,  and  all  the 
terrors  t)f  a  Romifli  iiuiuifition. 

Uibanus  Is  a  very  acute,  fenfible,  and 
judicious  writer,  and  capable  of  forming 
far  more  perfeift  ideas  <>f  any  fubjedt  that 
comes  under  his  confideration  than  Phi- 
loftralus  can  pretend  to;  but,  with  all 
due  deference  to  his  fuperior  abilities, 
it  may  be  faid,  without  any  difparage- 
mcn^  to  his  uncommon  talents,  that  his 
mind  is  only  in  a  progrefs  to  that  per- 
fedion  of  which  it  will  be  capable  in  a 
future  fyflem.  His  ideas  of  Philoflratus’s 
reafoning  appear,  at  befl,  to  be  but  im- 
perfedl,  when  he  confiders  it  as  treating 

of  “  al>Aradt  ideas - ideas  without  a 

mind;”  wherea-  his  reafoning  is  about 
peiVdt  ideas,  abftradf  or  rot — ideas  ade¬ 
quate  lo  the  nature  and  eflence  of  things. 
Such  ideas  Philoflratus  confiders  as  in- 
compaitl>le  with  mind  io  its  prefcHt 
ftate ;  and  fo  far  from  faying  fuch  ideas 
cxifl  without  a  mind,  that  his  reafoning 
plainly  Ihows  they  can  have  no  exiftcnce 
but  in  a  mind  capacitated  for  forming 
them  by  refloration. 

'Phis  (Hrcalional  paper  fliall  ferve  the 
pur  pole  cf  a  fecond  remark  upon  the 
animadverter’s  fecond  diftindion  be¬ 
tween  men  and  beaft»,  viz.  the  improve¬ 
ment  men  are  capable  of.  Our  rcafon- 
ing  is  far  from  being  intended  to  dero¬ 
gate  ♦rom  the  dignity  and  excellence  of 
human  nature;  it  is  detigned  to  (how 
wherein  its  true  dignity  and  excellence 
confifts;  not  in  what  it  is  at  prefent,  but 
what  it  was  before,  and  what  it  will  be 
after  its  preKiit  Hale.  Of  this  the  hifto- 
rical,  philoU'phical,  and  doiflrinal  parts 
cf  infpiration  arc  the  proper  Icurcc*  of 


intelligence.— [p.  a68.]  is* 
fenfible  and  judicious  writer:  Tne  ap¬

Nor  without  reafon  has  Providence  made 
this  paOioN  fo  predominant  in  us.  It  ia 
the  chain  tliat  hokis  the  ^reat  machine 
ot  the  univerl'e  together,  however  une- 
tjnal  the  links  of  it  may  appear  to  undif- 
cerning  eyes.  Hence  the  dcfire  ot”  utuon, 
which  is  what  I  undertland  by  love,  is 
ahfolutely  necclTary  tor  the  continuation 
and  benctit  of  mankind;  and,  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  it  is  nccetfary,  fo  it  is  powerful.

There  is  nothing  certainly,  however 
good  in  itfelf,  but  may  lie  rendered  ob¬ 
noxious  and  hurtful  by  the  wrong  ufe  of 
it;  and  an  intended  bit  fling,  by  being 
perverted,  oftentimes  proves  a  curfe. 
Thus  it  has  fared  with  the  paflion  of 
love*  How  frequently  have  we  fecn 
young  fellows  rulhing  precipitately  into 
the  indidoluble  date  of  wedlock,  capti¬ 
vated  by  the  blooming  charms  of  hit  lo¬ 
ved  midrefs?

laid  dow’P,  I  have  not  the  lead  doubt 
but  I  could  convince  all  thefe  writers, 
and  every  Scotl.man,  from  the  firft  gen¬ 
tleman  at  tile  bt»ard  of  trullees,  to  the 
lowed  linen  inamifa<5turer,  that  my  plan 
is  for  the  go(»d  v\  my  country.  My  real 
renfon  for  aniw’cring  Mr  Amicus’s  letter 
is  this,  he  takes  upon  him  to  fay,  that 
I  was  foon  tired  of  one  branch  of  buli- 
nefs,  and  draws  a  comparifon  betwixt 
me  and  a  Dutch  merchant.  He  Ihould 
have  tirlt  gone  to  the  cuftom-houfe 
books  in  Leith,  before  he  had  ventured 
his  hearlay  ftory,  and  there  he  would 
have  Icen  that  I  purlued  one  branch  of 
trade  t(*r  twenty  years  together,  viz.  the 
Hamburgh  trade.  As  to  the  Greenland 
trade,  w'hich  he  is  pleafed  to  mention,  I 
w  as  amongft  the  firft  that  promoted  il, 
was  one  of  the  firft  named  as  a  manager 
of  the  Edinburgh  whalc-fiihing  compa¬ 
ny,  and  among  the  firft  who  lubferibed 
to  the  flock;  and  1  ftaiu:!  poflefiTed  of  more 
of  that  ftrH:k  to  this  day  than  any  one 
partner  of  that  company.  Befides,  with 
a  few  other  merchants  in  Edinburgh,  I 
fitted  out  two  other  Ihip*  forthe  Green¬ 
land  t;ade,  viz,  the  Prince  and  Prjaccf| 
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of  Wales,  and  continued  the  trade  for 
feveral  yearb ;  and  after  this  1  bought  two 
ftiips  of  the  Edinburgh  whale  -  filhing 
company  on  my  own  proper  account,  in 
which  lome  gentlemen  joined  me,  and 
took  one  half  concern,  but  I  held  the  o- 
iher  half  of  both  fhips,  and  all  the  ma¬ 
terials  and  ftores,  which,  1  believe,  was 
rilking  mure  in  that  trade  than  has  been 
done  by  any  man  in  Scotland  ;  and  con¬ 
tinued  this  till  one  of  the  Ihips,  The  E- 
dinhurgh^  was  lolt  in  the  ice.  I  ftill 
continued  the  iliip  Leith  for  eleven 
years,  with  very  bad  fuccefs.  How  does 
this  anfwer  our  fiiend  Amicus  and  his 
Hollanders?  1  will  venture  to  fay,  there 
are  very  few  in  this  country  who  were 
,,  in  trade  more  fteady  to  this  plan  than  1 
was,  or  tr lilted  more  to  your  flip  of 
paper-dealers  and  linen  manufat^turers, 
by  which  I  have  loft  a  large  fum  of 
money.  If  thefe  and  others  would 
'  p  ly  what  they  are  juftly  owing,  I  would 
have  ten  times  the  fortune  and  ft(x:k  that 
J  began  trade  with.*  Many  hundreds  of 
pounds  are  due  me  for  flax,  flax-feed, 
pearl,  weed,  and  wood-alhes,  all  im- 
i  ported  to  fiipport  the  linen  manufadory. 

I  But  what  is  all  this  to  the  puint?  Had 
I  my  tortoue  any  connection  with  Ami- 
cus’s  Icheme  ? — He  like  wife  is’pleafcd  to 
mention  Mr  Glover.  I  have  not  the  ho¬ 
nour  to  be  acquainted  with  that  gcntlc- 
^  man,  but  1  wiih  we  had  a  few  fuch  mer¬ 
chants  in  this  country;  for  what  I  have 
been  well  informed  of  is,  that  he  under¬ 
stands  trade  and  manufactures  the  belt  of 
any  man  in  Britain,  perhaps  in  Europe, 
I  and  that  he  is  by  no  means  an  enemy  to 
I  Scotland  or  Scotimen  ;  on  the  contrary, 
he  has  done  eflcniial  fcrvicc  to  them  on 
fcvcral  occaftons :  part  of  what  he  men¬ 
tioned  in  his  late  fpeech,  I  am  forry  to 
fay,  is  too  true.  What  Amicus  fays  as 
to  the  flax  ftandingthc  wind,  let  him  ftep 
out  to  a  field  when  the  flax  is  full  in  feed 
after  a  gale  of  wind,  and  the  flax  will 
tell  him  the  confequcncc.  As  to  his  wa¬ 
ters,  1  have  been  on  the  continent  in 
many  places,  and  know  from  experience 
what  I  advance :  With  regard  to  the  gen¬ 
tleman's  fcheme  of  taking  off  thc«duty 
on  aihes,  3cc.  he  owes  that  to  me:  I 
have  pointed  out  that  ftrongly  to  Mr  A- 

Imicus ;  and  twenty  years  ago  ]  got  one 
of  the  abicft  men  in  thiscountry  (Mr  Of* 
waidof  Dunnikier)  to  try  adminiftratiun 
to  take  off  the  duties  on  all  the  materials 
imported  for  the  linen  manufactory,  and 
like  wife  the  duty  ou  hemp;  and  Mr 


cus  muft  likewife  know,  that  I  was  a  great 
promoter  of  the  linen  trade  in  one  branch, 
the  faibcioth  and  Ofnabiirg  bufineb,  car¬ 
ried  on  at  Leith  under  the  firm  <if.  The 
Edinburgh  Roperie  and  Sail-cloth  Com¬ 
pany;  and  1  will  further  lay,  I  was  aa 
active,  and  did  as  much  to  encourage  it, 
as  any  one  partner,  and  I  have  to  this 
day  a  very  high  tfteem  tV>r  the  gentle¬ 
men  in  that  company,  and  with  them  all 
fuccefs ;  but  believe  me,  Mr  Amicus,  if 
the  duties  were  taken  eff  hemp,  it  would 
be  of  more  advantage  than  all  the  others. 
You  ought  to  make  your  own  coarle  li¬ 
nens ;  bring  in  as  few  materials  from  a- 
broad  to  manufacture  at  home  as  pofli- 
ble;  mind  your  wool,  your  fifh,  your 
black  cattle,  your  mines  and  minerals; 
ihefc  are  good  home  materials,  which 
can  employ  all  your  heads  and  hands. — • 
Theic  arc  the  fenlimcnts  of  one  who 
wilhes  his  country  and  its  trade  as  well 
as  all  your  anonymous  correfpondents, 
and  1  lhall  be  ever  ready  to  contribute 
to  it  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power.  As  I 
formerly  laid,  1  am  nut  afraid  nor  a- 
fhamed  tofign  my  name  to  what  I  write.

HE  fate  of  madame  du  Barre'  has 
thrown  a  general  damp  upon  the 
fpirits  of  even  our  Parifian  ladies ;  they 
look  upon  her  cafe  as  their  own,  and  e- 
very  French  woman  has  fo  much  fpirit 
as  to  defend  her  in  all  companies,  in  de- 
fpite  of  lettres  de  Cachet^  or  the  fear  of 
being  baniflied  from  court.  They  rea- 
fon  thus,  Si  e'etoit  le  cas,  quivoudroit 
bien  etre  la  maitrejje  du  plus  grand 
monarque  au  snonde  ?  “  If  this  is  the 
cafe,  who  would  be  the  millrefs  to  the 
greateft  monarch  in  the  world  ?” 

Madame  Barrc  they  conluier  as  a  fa- 
crifice  to  party  refentment,  and  augur 
that  a  revolution  of  minilUrs  will  pro¬ 
duce  a  revolution  of  n'rafures.  Every 
French  woman  thinkb  fl:e  has  fume  claim 
upon  her  monarch’s  heart,  as  flic  has 
intirely  devoted  her's  to  him— that  in  in 
a  patriotic  fenfe ;  and  young  Louis  XVi. 
has  many  nets  already  call  to  catch  him, 
if  they  can  find  him  tripping.  His  wifp 
has  a  keen  eye,  ai»d  will  let  no  female 
approacn  him,  w*hom  the  can  in  the  lead  - 
fufpeCt.  But  if  he  flioutd  prove  of  as

that  great  empire  produces,  and  are 
ufed  either  in  medicine,  dyeing,  manu* 
fadures  and  food,  or  yield  oih,  or  any  ar¬ 
ticle  for  promoting  corrimerce,  or  are  ufe- 
ful  to  mankind,  and  to  forward  to  Europe 
not  only  fuch  feeds,  birt  alfo  plants,  irt 
order  to  be  propagated  cither  in  Eng¬ 
land,  or  in  our  feveral  colonics  of  Ame¬ 
rica,  as  might  beft  fuit  them,  which  co¬ 
lonics  on  the  continent,  from  Cape  Flo¬ 
rida  fouthward,  ta  Nova* Scotia  north¬ 
ward,  and  including  the  Weft  India 
ifitnds,  lying  in  limihar  latitudes  to  the 
refpedive  provinces  of  China,  &c.  gave 
him  reafon  to  hope  they  would  all  fuc- 
cced  either  in  one  or  other  of  them,  if  got 
thither  in  a  vegetable  ftate.  Nor  did  he 
confine  himfclt’  to  the  produce  of  that 
empire  only:  he  likewife  tftabliflied  an 
intercourfe  (by  means  of  the  Junks)" 
with  Japan  and  Cochin  China,  and  fne- 
ctfs  has  attended  his  endeavours;  for 
the  feeds,  which  fome  lime  ago  he  lent 
to  John  Ellitj,  Efq;  of  Gray’s- inn,  oV  the 
fine  Cocliin  China  rice,  which  in  that 
country  grow's  on  the  hills  and  uplands, 
have  alre.ady  been  propagated  in  Jamai¬ 
ca  by  IKnry  Ellis,  Elq;  of  that  ifland, 
and  (.11  gen.  MelviH’s  tftate  in  Dominica, 
both  of  thefe  gentlemen  now  in  En£,landJ; 
as  ali'o  by  DV  G.arden  of  Charles-town^ 
South-Carolina,  who  has  informed  his 
coriefpondent  in  London,  that  it  not  only 
flourillies  in  his  own  garden,  but  likew'iic 
in  thofe  of  many  other  gentlemen,  to 
whom  he  diflributed  a  part  cf  the  feeds 
that  were  fent  him;  and,  by  getting  into 
frcOi  feeds,  he  fays,  it  promifes  to  be  a 
valuable  grain  to  that  province,  efpecial- 
ly  on  the  hilly  back  p.art8  of  it.  The 
tallow  tree,  the  feed  of  winch  Mr  Blake 
conveyed  home  fome  years  paft,  fiourilh- 
ed  not  only  in  Carolina,  but  alfo  in  Ja¬ 
maica,  and  many  other  of  our  colonies; 
and  both  articles  bid  fhit  to  be  of  a* 
much  utility  to  our  colonifts  as  they  arc 
to  the  Chinefe,  and  may  in  time,  with 
many  other  things,  become  confidcrablc 
articles  of  commerce. 

In  the  South  Carolina  and  American 
General  Gazette,  No.  743,  from  Mon¬ 
day,  December  21,  lo  Monday,  Dccefn- 
ber  28.  1772,  mention  is  made  of  bow 
thefe  articles  in  the  following  words,  af¬ 
ter  taking  notice  of  a  treatife  on  ^e  cul¬ 
ture  of  different  kinds  of  rice,  intitlco# 
Travels  of  a  P hilofopher  :  By  Mo nf 
le  Poivre  :  “  \Vc  have  the  pleafure  to 
‘  inform  the  public,  that,  by  the 
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*  tigable  induftry  of  a  very  curious  gcn- 
‘  tlemnn  at  Canton,  a  fuflicient  quantity 
‘  t\)r  experiment  of  the  upland  rice  from 
‘  Cochin  China,  mentioned  above,  fo 
‘  long  wiflied  for,  has  been  fent  by  the 
‘  Thames  Indiaman,  to  his  friend  in 
‘  Gray\s-inn,  who  will  take  proper  care 
‘  that  it  is  diftribnted  to  fucli  perfons  in 
‘  our  fouthern  colonies  as  will  make  a 
‘  fair  trial  of  this  molt  ufefnl  grain.  We 
‘  are  farther  indebted  to  this  curious 
‘  gentleman  for  a  parcel  of  the  feeds  of 

*  the  croton  fehiferum  of  Linn«eus,  or 
‘  the  tallow-lree  of  China,  preferved  in 
‘  a  moll  excellent  manner.  This  tree 
‘  feems  to  afFoVd  a  fubfta’nce  between 

*  wax  and  tall*>w,  and  which  bids  fair  to 
‘  be  of  as  great  ule  to  our  fouthern  A- 
‘  merican  colonies  as  it  is  in  China.” 
L/r  Garden,  in  a  letter  to  his  correfpon- 
dent  lafl  year,  acquaints  him  of  having 
received  from  Mr  Biake  of  Pirllameni- 
ftrect,  feeds  of  two  forts  of  China  indigo, 
the  one  of.  a  deep,  and  the  other  of  a 
fxy  blue;  the  lacquer  tree,  the  oil  tree, 
idtd  to  mix  up  the  lacquer  for  cabinets ; 
the  alcea,  deferibed  in  Ktmpher’s  hifto- 
ry  of  Japan,  which  is  an  article  of  vege¬ 
table  food;  and  n^any  other  feeds  from 
Ptkin,  ancl  other  more  northerly  pro- 

'  viiices  of  China,  and  particularly  fcveral 
from  Corea,  a  country  bttw’cen  China 
and  Tariary,  ab^vc  300  leagues  from 
Canton;  and  the  doi^or  obferves,  that 
himfelf  and  many  others  were  fenfible 
fuch  an  iidercourfe  between  theEaft-In- 
dies  and  America,  having  for  its  object 
the  propagating  the  feeds  of  fuch  trees 
and  plants  as  are  ufeful  either  in  medi¬ 
cine  or  commerce,  w  ould  be  very  bene¬ 
ficial  to  the  latter;  “  and  when  gentlc- 

*  men  of  fuch  benevolent  difpofitions 

*  and  public  fpirit  as  Mr  Blake  and  his 

*  father  engage  in  fuch  attempts,  much 
‘  advantage  mull  foon  flow  from  a  plan 
‘  of  this  kind  ;'  at  lead  ought  to  flow  from 

*  it,  if  well  iceonded  on  this  fide  the 
‘  Atlantic.” 

All  the  before-mentioned  plants,  with 
a  variety  of  oihers,  from  feeds  font  by 
JMf  Blake  of  Canton,  and  difirfbuted  by 
bi&  father  with  a  liberal  afid  impartial 
band,  are  likewife  flourifliing  in  his  ma- 
jefty’s  garden  atKcw’,  under  that  ingc- 
riouH  and  Ikilful  botanic  gardener,  Mr 
Auon ;  at  Chelfca,  in  the  apothecary’s 
company  gardens,  nr»der  the  care  of  Mr 
Forfyih;  as  alfo  at  Dr  FothergiH’s,  near 
Stratford;  at  Dr  Pitcairn’s,  near  Jfling- 
ton;  Mr  Malcombc,  at  Kennington 


Conimon;  Mr  Bafington,  at  Hoxton; 
and  particularly  at  Mile-end,  by  that 
well  knowMi  prarflical  bvitanic  gardener^ 
Mr  Gordon,  who  moreover  has  the  care 
of  fevcral  plants  fent  in  pots  from  China 
by  Mr  Blake  to  his  friend  Mr  John  Ellis 
of  Gray’s  inn,  whofc  botanic  knowledge 
and  correfpondence  in  fume  degree  ex¬ 
cited  Mr  Blake  in  his  purfuiU  Among 
thofe  plants  arc  the  lichees,  a  very  fine 
fruit  of  China,  of  fcveral  forts;  as  alfo 
the  gardenia,  a  fine  yellow'  dye;  both 
w  hich  I  faw  there  lad  fummer  in  a  flou- 
rifhing  ftate,  with  many  other  plants,  the 
names  of  which  I  do  not  at  prefent  re- 
colledl :  and  I  find  Mi*  Ellis,  and  alio  Mr 
Blake,  have  each  of  them  a  fine  flou- 
riflung  plant  of  the  tea-tree,  propagated 
and  multiplied  by  Mr  Gordon;  both 
which,  I  am  told,  flood  the  open  air  all 
lafl  winter,  by  advice  of  Mr  Blake,  who 
fome  lime  ago  wrote  from  Canton,  that 
this  valuable  fhrub  was  under  fiiow  In 
fi>mc  of  the  northern  provinces  of  China 
for  many  weeks  together  in  the  winter 
feafon,  and  therefore  recommended  it  to 
be  no  longer  treated  altogether  as  a  hot- 
houfe  plant.

been  diiTuaded  from  it  by  refpedtable 
gentlemen  c;f  former  alTcmblies,  who  en¬ 
couraged  me  with  hopes  of  fupport,  but 
1  never  received  any  relief  in  that  way. 

“  When  his  majetly,  of  his  gieat 
goodnefs  and  favour,  granted  me  a  fala-

n.y  rthdence  in  the  province  as  chief 
jnftice,  i  lecdvc  it  during  good  beha¬ 
viour,  whicli,  in  my  opinion,  prclervci 
mcficmar.)  uiid..c  bia*  in  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  my  (‘ffice.” 

I'hc  houtc  ol  repreh  ntalives  exprtfled 
llwir  It  it inuKUL  at  tlic  above  writing  in 
viri)  Ilvcu  urii.j,  chatgmg  the  faid  Mr 
Oliver  vi*h  uiigiaiclully,  falfcly,  and 
I'naliciot.fly  labouring  to  lay  imputation 
aiid  LandJ  ou  this  hia  majefty's  govern- 
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ment,  &c.  and  conclude  their  articleg  of 
impeachment  as  follows: 

“  Wherefore  this  houfe  of  reprefenta- 
tive^,  in  their  own  name,  and  in  the 
r.amc  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  pro¬ 
vince,  do  impeach  the  faid  William  Oli¬ 
ver,  Efq;  of  the  high  crimes  and  mifde- 
meanours  aforefaid.  And  they  piay» 
that  the  faid  Peter  Oliver,  Efq;  chief  juf- 
tice  of  the  fuperior  court  of  judicature, 
Sic.  over  this  whole  province,  may  be 
put  to  anfwer  to  all  and  every  of  the 
prcmilTes;  and  that  fuch  proceedings, 
examinations,  trials,  and  judgments,  may 
be  had  and  ordered  thereon  as  may  be 
agreeable  to  law  and  jultice.” 

The  above  articles  of  impeachment 
were  agreed  to;  the  yeas  being  92,  the 
nays  8. 

The  houfe  having,  previous  to  the  car¬ 
rying  up  this  impeachment,  acquainted 
the  governor  with  their  refolution,  and 
defircd  he  would  then  be  in  the  chaii  ;  his 
excellency  was  plcafcd  to  fend  them  the 
following  mtflage,  viz.

“  Bv  your  meflage  of  yefterday,  you 
info'.med  me,  ’hat  you  had  refolved  to 
impeach  Peter  Oliver,  Elq;  chief  juftice 
ol  the  fuperior  court,  <Scc.  before  the 
governor  and  council,  of  high  crimes  and 
iniidemeanors,  and  that  you  had  prepa¬ 
red  the  articles  of  impeachment,  and 
you  prayed  that  1  would  be  in  the  chair, 
that  you  might  then  have  an  cppotluni* 
ty  (if  layiiig  them  before  the  governor 
andcouitcil. 

“  1  know  of  no  fpecies  of  high  crimes 
and  miidcmeanors,  nor  any  (offence  a- 
gainft  ^the  law  committed  within  this 
province,  let  the  raiik  or  condition  of 
the  offender  be  what  it  may,  which  is 
Hot  cc>gn.zable  by  tome  judicatory  or 
judicatories,  and  1  do  not  k.iow  that  the 
govtriuT  aiid  council  have  a  concurrent 
j'lrifdidion  with  any  judicatory  in  cri- 
ininal  cafes,  or  any  authority  to  try  and 
determine  any  fpecies  of  high  crimes  and 
mi  demeanors  whatfotvtr. 

“  It  1  flu'uld  affiime  a  jurifdi(51ion, 
and  with  the  council  try’  ottenders  a- 
gainft  the  law,  without  authority  grant¬ 
ed  by  the  charier,  or  by  a  law  of  the  pro¬ 
vince  in  puifuar.ce  of  the  charter,  1  ihould

“  Whilrt  luch  pr(jccfs  as  you  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  commence  ihall  appear  to 
be  unconffitutional,  1  cannot  ihew  any 
countenance  to  it.

The  houfe,  upon  the  coiilidcralion  of 
this  meflage,  fent  up  to  the  governor 
and  council  the  fame  articles,  with  an 
introdu(flion  and  conclufion,  in  a  diffe¬ 
rent  form  from  the  other;  by  no  means, 
however,  retrading  their  impeachment, 
or  their  original  addrefs  for  the  removal 
of  the  chief  juftice.  The  iutrodudiun 
w’as  altered  as  follows:

They  therefore  pray,  in  their 
own  name,  and  in  the  name  of  all  the 
inhabitants  of  this  province,  that  the  go¬ 
vernor  and  council  would  give  orders 
that  the  faid  Peter  Oliver,  Efq;  may  be 
notified  to  make  anfwer  to  the  charges 
contained  in  the  foregoing  articles,  and 
be  brou>  ht  to  a  hearing  and  trial  there¬ 
on;  that,  if  he  be  found  guilty  thereof, 
he  may,  by  the  govrrnor  and  council,  be 
forthw’ith  removed  from  his  faid  office,

Lorel  Denbigh  ftated,  that  the  very 
principle  of  the  bill  was  totally  inadmif- 
liblc,  arid  that  it  was  not  neceflT.iry  to 
o.iM  witnetfes,  or  to  make  any  inquiry 
into  a  bill  that  viclated'the  rights  of  in- 
d  viiluils,  and  afluMited  that  houfe;  and 
tiufctore  moved,  that  the  fecond  read¬ 
ing  Ihould  be  put  off  tor  two  months* 

Lord  Lyttelton  was  for  its  being  read 
a  Iccond  lime,  and  faid,  that  he  had  let¬ 
ters  from  Dr  Uol)ert(on,  Mr  Hume,  See. 
in  favour  of  the  bill,  and  that  the  price 
the  bor^k fellers  gave  fur  Hawkefworth*8 
Voyages  was  a  proof  that  they  did  believe 
they  bad  a  common-law  right.  Th4t 


this  bill  was  not  to  repeal  that  decifion 
which  the  houfe  had  come  to,  but  to  rc« 
lieve  men  who  had  laid  out  about  6o,oool.

The  lord  Chancellor  obfcived,  that 
the  bookfellers  never  could  imagine  that 
they  hid  a  common-law  right,  for  that 
all  the  injunctions  were  on  the  ftatuiv, 
except  that  of  lord  Hardw  icke’s  in  1 752, 
which  lord  Hardwickc  granted  on  con¬ 
dition  that  the  caiifc  Ihould  be  tiled  .it 
common  law,  but  that  the  biiokfellera 
would  not  venture  on  it;  nor  did  they 
ever  bring  any  action  thereon  till  lately 
in  the  caufe  of  Millar  and  Taylor.  His 
lordfliip  I'bfervcd,  that  his  late  decifiou 
on  the  ground  of  the  common-law  right 
had  no  reference  to  his  own  private  opi¬ 
nion,  for  in  that  judgment  he  was  nc- 
cefl'arily  governed  by  the  price  one  iii 
the  court  of  King%-bench,  and  was  b- 
bligcd  to  decree  according  thereto;  but 
that  he  was  (atiffitd  there  never  did 
exift  a  common-law  right,  and  that  the 
bookfcHer#  were  not  miftaken  on  that 
htad;  that  the  monopoly  was  fupported 
among  them  by  oppreflion  and  combi¬ 
nation,  and  that  there  n’tre  none  of 
their  allegations,  nor  any  part  of  the  bill 
required  further  inquiry.

pi  ices.  This  river  has  not  been  known* 
in  the  memory  of  man  to  have  lifen  to 
fuch  a  height  as  it  did  at  this  time,  ex¬ 
cept  during  the  great  fpeat  in  the  year 
1768.  The  houfes  and  lands  of  Old- 
mills  w’ere  intirely  laid  under  water,  and 
the  inhabitants,  with  their  cattle,  obliged 
to  take  fiielter  in  the  neighlMiuriii^ 
houfes;  feveral  mill-ftrcams  were  totaHy 
choked  up  with  fand;  many  inclofureo 
and  gardens  about  the  town  of  Kigiia 
were  alfo  under  water;  and  moil  parts 
of  the  eftates  of  Iniies,  Leuchars,  Dun« 
kiniy,  Inchbroom,&c.  overflowed.  The 
fouth  polt  on  the  Tuefday  following  was 
ten  hours  later  of  arriving  than  ufual^ 
ewdng  to  the  water  bring  fo  much  out» 
particularly  aboot  the  bridge  of  Shearef- 
town.  Nolwithftanding  which,  we  as 
yet  hear  of  little  other  damage  having 
been  done.  When  the  water  abated,  a* 
few  falmon,  and  fomc  large  trouts,  wene 
found  about  the  fidesof  the  river,  among* 
the  trees  and  bufties-” 

They  write  from  Pcrthlhire,  that,  oti 
Wednefday  feVn-night,  they  liad  a  mofl: 
violent  fterm  of  thunder  and  lightning,^ 
which  laflcd  for  feveral  hours*  Some 
oak  trees  at  Dupline,  the  feat  of  the 
light  hon.  the  earl  of  Kiiinoul,  were  lorn 
up  by  the  roots.  A  herd  attending  the 
minifter’s  cattle  at  Forteviot  was  ftruck 
dow*n  by  the  lightning,  and  continiiect  . 
infenfible  for  a  confidcrable  time,  and 
two  of  the  ininifiei’s  cows  were  killed. 

Extrail  of  a  letter  from  Cravtcnei, 
dated  June  7- 

“  On  Thurfday  lafl,  in  the  afternoon^, 
a  man  came  to  Mr  Hay's,  ino-kceperat 
Cramond-bridge,  and  caUed  for  dinner;, 
after  which  he  fignified  his  intention  of 
flaying  there  all  night,  telling  the  land* 
lord  that  he  was  to  mett  a  drove  of 
cattle  at  North  Queensferry,  but  that  Im 
w'ould  be  there  in  time  enough  next 
morning  at  nine  o'clock*  He  accor¬ 
dingly  took  tip  his  lodging,  but  in  the 
iiight-time  he  thought  proper  to  make* 
his  t  feape,  by  jumping  over  a -window  m 
Nie  room  where  he  was  lodged^*  atids 
bcfidcs  not  paying  kia  rcckoidnx,  bccar^ 
ried  <  fl*  with  him  a  great  coat  that  lisf» 
pened  to  l)e  lyin9  in  tlie  room.  Next 
morning  the  landlord  went  tcrawakai 
hif  lodger;  ImjI  be  bold, «  he  was  gone. 
He  imnirdiatcty^iiiTed  the  coat,  ai  d  fet 
out  in  purfuit  of  the  thief.  From  the 
dcicriptivn  he  gave  of  Li!D,.bc  gpt  iatu*» 
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mation  that  he  had  eroded  the  frith  at 
l^jeenfcfcrry,  and  continued  his  purfuit 
towards  Perth,  tracing  the  rafcal  all  the 
way.  Before  Mr  liay  arrived  at  Kin- 
lofs,  he  came  up  with  a  man,  who  told 
Mm  he  had  hired  a  hori'e  from  North- 
Ferry  to  Perth;  and  that  he  had  overla  • 
licn  the  man  he  was  in  quell  of,  who 
had  importuned  him  for  a  ride  behind 
him;  to  which  he  was  fool  enough  to 
confent,  for  that  the  fellow  had  had  the 
addrefs  to  make  him  drunk,  and  fo  went 
off  with  his  horfe.  This  man  accompa- 
jiicd  Mr  liay  to  Perth,  where  they  made 
all  pt)ffible  incpiii y  about  the  thief,  but 
could  hear  noihiug  of  him  that  night. 
Next  morning,  however,  having  refumed 
the  fearch,  Mr  Hay  met  w’ith  two  men  a 
little  out  of  town,  who  informed  him 
they  knew  the  man  frcjm  hi.^  defeription, 
and  dirnfled  him  to  hi^  f.iihir’s  houfe, 
which  lav  ab  )ut  1 5  milts  beyond  Perth. 
When  Mr  H  ly  got  to  the  houfe,  he  met 
with  the  culprit,  feiz  d  him  by  the  col¬ 
lar,  and  chaigtd  him  with  the  theft  of 
the  coat  and  the  hoilc.  Struck  with 
terror,  the  viilam  CimteHcd  the  charge, 
and  tr'id  lutn  he  had  fold  the  coat  at 
Perth,  but  that  the  h-'rle  was  tiicrc. 
Upon  V  hich  hie  father  and  mother,  bro¬ 
ther  and  fillet,  let  up  uicli  a  cry  as  w’as 
expreflive  ».f  their  abhonence  of  thclc 
crimes,  and  exclaimed  that  he  mull  cer¬ 
tainly  now  be  hanged,  at  the  fame  time 
fignifying  that  he  had  before  been  guilty 
of  feveral  ad>  r>f  theft.  He  produced 
the  horfe,  and  Mr  Hay  obliged  him  to 
return  w  ith  him  to  Perth,  in  order  to 
find  the  coat,  which  at  lall  they  found, 
though  it  had  been  thrice  fold.  The 
thief  fold  it  for  5  s.  and  the  lall  man  paid 
16  s.  for  It.  Mr  Hay  then  took  his  leave 
of  the  villain,  after  adminillering  to  him 
a  few  ballinadnes,  and  returned  the 
Itorle  to  his  owner,  viz.  one  George 
Sharp  in  Queensferry.— Such  villainous 
adions  make  many  an  honcll  man  travel 
in  the  night  time  for  want  of  lodging.” 

Saturday  being  the  anniverfary  of  his 
majefty’s  birth,  when  he  entered  into 
the  37ih  year  of  his  age,  the  fame  w-as 
obferved  here  with  the  ulual  demondra- 
tions  of  joy.  The  flag  was  dilplayed 
from  the  calllc,  the  great  guns  were  fi¬ 
red,  the  mufic bells  were  let  a-ringing, 
the  heahh  of  the  day  was  drunk  in  the 
parliamcnt-houfc  by  the  magillrates  and 
a  numerous  company  of  gentlemen,  and 
the  evening  coueludtd  with  brilliaol 
alVctubly.
